The 
horse that now commands §100 will 
then command but $50, Of course, in 
the markets, the .$0 which the laborer 
gets for a week's work will buy as 
much as the $12 did before, and the 
farmer can buy as much for 40 cents or 
for $50 au he could before -for SO or 
$100; but when the individual goes to 
pay off his notes he will find that it 
takes twice us many days of labor, 
twice as many bushels of wheat or 
twice as many horses to cancel the 
obligation as it did when that olbign- 
tion was made. 
A farmer mortgargos 


his farm that is worth $5,000 for 
$2,500. Silver is driven out of circu- 
lation aud the purchasing power of 
gold doubled. Values decrease in pro- 
portion, and when the note comes due 
he finds that his note is worth the same 
munber of dollars it was when he gave 
it, but his farm is only worth half as 
many dollars. If he sold the farm and 
used tho money to buy other land or 
chattels, he would not be losor by the 
change in the purchasing power of 
money, for the lands aud chattels of all 
other mou would be affected in like 
manner, but if he is compelled to sell 
tho farm to pay off the mortgage, he 
finds that ho has nothing left. 
The 


farmer is §2,500 poorer than he was 
when he gave the note and the money 
lender has $2,500 that will buy twice 
as much as it would when he loaned it, 
hence he is $2,500 richer. 


The same applies to government 


bonds. Under the single gold standard, 
it takes twice tho labor, or twice the 
amount of products to payoff the bonds 
that it took to get the money to buy 
them. 
This is why bond holders aud 


millionaires sock to establish an oli- 
garchy, aud why laborers, farmers, 
mechanics, merchants and manufac- 
turers should oppose the gold standard, 
that just now sails under the vague 
title of "sound money."
